London, Jan. 26.

Adolf of Sweden and the American opera star, Grace 
Moore, were killed when a Dutch KLM plane en route 
from Amsterdam to Stockholm crashed immediately - 
after the start of its journcy from Copenhagen air- 
field at 10.30 p.m. HKT to-day. \ 


The plane carried 16 passengers 
and six crew members. ' 

The Dutch KLM ‘Airlines, In an 
oficial communique issued in Copen- 
hagen to-night, attributed the crash of 
its Stockholm-bound plane to too 


rapid ascent, “which made: it uncon- ! 


troNable.” : 

A Daily Telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhasien quoted the communique 
as saying, ‘“Immedintely alter the 
take-off, the alrcraft gained unusual 
nltitude, which made {ft uncontroll- 
able, and ft crashed on the airfield 
and was totally destroyed. “The ac- 
eldent could be attributed to the ab- 
normal condition of the aircraft.” 

The communique sald that Danish 
aeronautical authorities and Dutch 
experts would Investigate the crash. 
It said, “Although the accidont oc- 
curred under the eye of alrport per- 
sonnel of Kastrup, it will be dif- 
ficult to ascertain its cause.” 


INSTANT DEATH 


The text of the communique fol- 
low: 

s aflernoon, at about 3.30 p.m, 
a serious accident occurred ‘at Kastrup 
girfickt near Copenhagen, when a 
Dakota of the KLM, the PH-TOR, 
ernshed ‘immedintely after. . taking 
off, The sliuteen. passengers and crew 
of six cied instantly. 

The alreraft, a ling plane of KLYCs 
Amsterdam-Stockholm services, had 
made « normal flight from Amster- 
dam to Copenhagen and landed on 
the airfield at nbout three o'clock. 

“Three passengers, Mr-and Mrs 
Wentger, Dutch, and Mr Mourier, 
Danish, disembarked from the plane. 
Then the plane made a wenther check 
with 1G passengers. 

“Immediately after the take-off, 
the aircraft gained unusual altitude, 
which made It uncontrollable, and it 
ernshed on the alrfield and was 
totally destroyed.

Tt was asserted that as an Ameri- 
can bitizer: bound by the Constitution 
MacArthur {s not permitted without 
the consent of Congress to nccept any 
office or title “of any kind whatso- 
ever” from foreign states.

The troops which .cordoned — the 
area were taken awit from guard 
duties in government buildings and 
reinforcements were rushed up 
quickly.‘ from barracks _op_the_out- 
skirts of Jerusalem. 

The red ‘tracer bullets were 
directed toward the centre of the 
cemetery which Is heavily’ wooded 
and which. js protected by high 
tombstones. 

Later It was oMclally reported that 
Collins, who Is 48, was forced back 
into the house where the four men 
and .the woman chloroformed him 
while holding a companion tn the 
flat at the point of a gun. 

Collins has been the director of the 
Palestine British Bank which Js 
owned and operated by Jews with 
whom Collins ia associated, . 

RESIDENTS’ STORY ~< 

Residents of the house in which 
Collins lived suid the major had just 
left the front door und wos on hls 
way to a Jerusalem cafe for a drink 
and dinner when he was accosted by 
_the party of "armed men”. 

They snld they saw Collins being 
escorted across the road and out of 
sight in the darkness.

[Few Germans Now 
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Belgian Food 
“Situation — 
Getting Worse 


By ARTHUR WATT 
United Press Staff Correspondent 


Brussels. 

A Belgian Ministry of Food 
spokesman told me that the 
food situation in Belgium is ex- 
pected to be worse than during 
Inst winter because there are 
less reserves, and prospects for 
buying on foreign markets have 
practically disappeared. This is 
because of the world food short- 
age. 


The greatest problem for Belglum 
is the shortage of mcat and fats, 
The government intends to maintain 
the present standard of rationing 
which, although comparatively 
meagre, is much better than In most 
Continental counties. 

The possibility of exporting food 
is entirely out of the question. 


|Belgium’s only food produce which 


might be exporicd is fresh 
vegetables, but as there is hurdly 
enough for the population, no export. 
programme in this domain is 
envisaged. 

Transport Disorganised 

As for Importing, It will be 
absolutely necessary to import meat, 
butter and other fats from such 
countries as Ireland. Denmark and 
the Argentine. It ts not possible to 
give any figures as to quantity be- 
cause this depends on the omounts 
that can be procured from the 
different ‘countries, The numerous 
shipplng and transport strikes all 
over the world have entirely ‘dis- 
organised any plans Belgium has 
had for importing, foodstuffs, This 
is also one of the reasons why the 
reserves have fallen so low. 

The bread ration will be assured 
during the winter,

age Belgian is sald to cut less brend 
than a= Frenchman,” but os the 
majority take sandwiches with them 
to-ent during the working hours, the 
consumption remains high, and is 
still u very great problem.

When I first met Al Capone 
in a dingy joint called the Rex 
Cafe, his curecr of crime had 
hardly begun, From his ley 
soft-spoken manner it woul 
have been hard to believe that 
this man would turn Chicago's 
streets into the bloody front 
lines of gangster warfare. . 


Bul in the yeors that followed I 
came to know Capone as a vicious 
and ruthless dictator of crime’ who 
could order the execution of an 
enemy in the same tone that he would 
use when buying a silk shirt. 

In the days when he was taking 
in $2,060,000 per week from beotleg- 
ging, gambling and prostitution, — 1 
rode with him many times in his $20- 
000 bullet-proof motor car. ;

v Caldwell sald the Russinng main« 
tnin n radio station in Shanghal 
which announces {Itself as ‘Voice of 
the Sovict Union” dosplte the Chinese 
Government's ban on foreign stations, 
He sald: “LE have Ustened to some of 
iis news programme and they ore 
very slanted. Attacks against 
American activity in the United Na- 
tlons, against our occupation polleles 
In Germany and Jopan and inter- 
vention In China are common.” 

Caldwet) said he recently talked to 
an American woman who returned 
from -Yenan. He said: “She tells 
me that the AntlAmerican  cam- 
paign there has been vigorous, with 
lurid posters depicting GI rape, mur- 
der and robbery in a dozen ways." 

Active Programme 

Caldwell reported that although the
